Jump in food prices behind stiff increase in inflation rate

WASHINGTON — Soaring food prices, caused 
mostly by unusually harsh weather, boosted con- 
sumer prices 0.6 percent In January, the biggest 
increase' In nine months, the government said 

Friday. 

Led by shaqJly higher costa for moat, (rults, 
vegetables and eggs, food prices jumped I.G per- 
cent. The last Increase of that magnitude occurred 
In August 191)0. 

Prices for food bought at grocery store?; skyrock 
eted 2A percent, matching the increase of February 
'1977, the Labor Department saltl in releasing ILs 
new report on the Consumer Price Index, 

It also said ccsts of local telephone ser.'ice 
mushroomed a record 5.2 percent, largely because 
of regulatory changes accompanying the breakup 
of the American Telephone & Telegraph Co.

Despite the big Jump In prices, most analysts 
didn't expect a fresh surge In Inflation and were 
predicting that prices would rise about S percent 
this year. 

Inflation stood at 3.8 percent last year, the best 
showing since 1971-1972. when President Nixon 
imposed price controls. It was 3.9 percent in 1932 
alter registering \2.A percent In 198itand8.9 percent 

In 19BI. 

David Wyss, economist at Data Resources Inc., a 
consulting firm In Lexington. Mass.. called hist 
month's increase "pretty much a one-time event," 
caused mostly by December's freezing leriipera- 
tures. 

The price measure, he said, "should sellie back 
down to the 0.4 percent range through most of the 
restof theycor." 

At the White.House, spokesman Larry SpeakCs 
said. "Despite the January increase, prospccl.'i 
remain excellent for continued low rates of infla- 
tion." 



But forecaster Donald Ratajczak of Georgia State 
University said he was "getting a little nervous" 
about Inflation because Increases In the January 
food report were widespread, leading him to think 
that supermarkets were perhaps boosting their 
profit margins a bit. 

And, William Dunkelbcrg, economics professor at 
Purdue University in Indiana, said a fresh study he 
conducted found 2S percent of small businesses 
planning to raise their prices in the first quarter of 
this year, up from the 21 percent recorded in the last 
quarter of 1983. 

The fresh Increase, he said, was the largest 
picked up by his survey of 2,199 small businesses 
.since April 1382. 

"It suggests that we can't just forget atwut 
inflation." said Dunkelbcrg. a consultant for the ■ 
560,000-member National Federation of Indepen- 
dent Business. "Everybody thinks Inflation ts beat 
but It's not."

Regional Airport needs a carrier that will pro-

Dentists challenge examination procedures

JEROME — A Jerome attorney has filed a 
cla.ss-aclion complaint In federal district 
court In Boise, seeking to change the stale's 
examination procedure for dentists wishing 
to practice In Idaho. . 

Greg J. Fuller said Friday that he Is 
representing six dentists and other unnamed 
individuals who took the state's dental exam 
In 1932orI983. 

The complaint - against the State Board 
of Dentistry and Its individual members — 
says the six plaintiffs - Dr. Douglas L. 
Smith. Dr. LeGrancTe Bingham, Dr. Chris E. 
Hayes, Dr. Harold D. Atkinson, Dr. Anthony 
P.' Joyce and Dr. Thomas L. Losacco — all 
took the state dental exam In June or 
September of 1932. or June or December of 
1983. 



They later were informed llR-y had failed 
the examination, but under the regulations of^ 
the Idaho Board of Dentistry, they were 
given no opportunity lo review the tosb 
scores, the suit states. 

All of the men now are pracliclng In other 
slates where they have passed similar 
exams, ejccpt for Smith, who Is a dentist ln_ 
the Air Force. 

Fuller says that Idaho Is one of the few 
states that has Us own dental board, com- 
posed of dentists practicing in Idaho. 

"Nearly all other states operate with a 
regional board, with persons from other 
states coming In lo conduct Ihe examina- 
tions," he says. "We feel the Idaho system 
represents a conflict of interest. 

"If the dentists on the state board learn 
there are several new dentists who wish lo 
practice in their communities and thus cut 



Into their own denial business. It leaves- 
plenly of room for a conflict-of-interest case, 
at least where those new dentists are falling 
the exams." 

The plaintiffs are seeking to revi.se state 
law as It applies lo dental exams. They also 
are asking the court to require the Slate 
Board of Dentistry to recognize exams given 
anti passed in other slates. 

"All of these dentists are either former 
Idaho residents or residents of other areas ■ 
who are denied the right to come to Idaho 
and practice their profession." Fuller said 
Friday. 

The plaintiffs are asking the dental board 
to recognize regional examinations and 
allow a dentist who has been approved In 
another state and who has practiced at least 
five years lo practice in Idaho without taking 
another exam. 



The suit also Is seeking compensatory 
damages of $300,000 for cach plaintiff. plus 
court costs and reasonable attorney fees. 

Further, the plaintiffs have asked the court 
to retain Jurl-sdlction In Ihe matter until the 
defendants are in full compliance with any 
order the court may enter.

Glenns Ferry increases 
cost of cemetery lots

GLENNS FERRY — ThinRs arc 
looking up in Glenns Ferry, but the , 
cdst o( dying has increased. 

At UiG recent ctty council meeting. 
Mayor Daylc Messerly said things arc 
beginning to "look real good .. . . the 
city is In belter economic hcailh." 

Messerly was referring to the 
opening of "a new business, Idaho 
Circuit Technology, and projected Job 
openings at the Honey Seed Co., due lo - 
the stronger dry bean market. 

Despite tlie improving economy, 
ways to increase cily revenue were 
still a topic of concern at the council 
meeting. OneHlem" debated waslHe' 
cost of city cemetery lots, which the 
council later voted to increase. 

Butch Anderson, the head o( the 
city's maTntcnance crew, told the 
council the city did not "tiavc the 
money to maintain Uic cemetery the 
wayltshouldbc." 



Clerk Eddie Boslic said $7,500 had 
t>een budgeted this year for cemetery 
maintenance. In addition to this 
money, Bostlcsald city residents are 
charged S75 to buy a lot, and non- 
residents are charged S125. 

The council discussed creating a 
cemetery district that could tax 
Hammett, Glenns Ferry and King Hill 
for cemetery costs. Instead of Glenns 
Ferry residents only. 

But it was generally agreed there 
would be no incentive for non- 
residents- to-vote-tor-H-cemet«ry- 
dlstriet and Ihcexlra taxation. 

"We can't afford to spend $1,000 for 
a revenue election where passage Is 
doubtful," Messerly said. 
— The council-then passed a motion to. 
ralse the cemetery fees. Rcsidenls of 
Glenns Ferry now will pay $125 to buy 
a lot, and non-residents will pay $350. 

The cost for opening a grave will 
Increase from $100 to $175. and il a 
funeral la held on Saturday or a 
holiday, the extra (ee for the grave 
opening will increase from $30 to $50.

U.S. Steel's operation . in 
Minnesota, to the Geneva Works in 
Utah; and copies of studies about the 
costs of the Atlantic City mine. 

U.S. Steel officials confirm that a' 
grievance proceeding was started 
under the union's contract with the 
company, but they have declined 
further comment. 

•'We Just don't handle grievances 
IhrouRh the press," said spokesman 
Jacit Bollow. 

The AUantic City operation was 
closed in 1983, ond about 500 workers 
permanently put out of work, after the 
company said it must reduce costs at 
Ihe mine to keep It profitable, and the

The company said the Iron ore being 
shipped to Utah (rom Wyoming would 
be replaced with iron ore from a 
Minnesota operation.
